THE HAMPSTEAD HOME HOSPITAL, 

On Saturday afternoon, Mr, Hugh M. Matheson 
pe at the eighth annua! general meeting of 
he governors and subscribers of tho Hampstead 
Home Hospital and Nursing Institute, held at the 
institate ın South Hill Park, Hampstead. The 
report of the council of the hospital stated that 
the accommodation provided now vonsists of a 
female ward containing eight beds,a male ward 
with three beds, and achildren’s ward containing 
seven cots. The number of patients admitted 
during the year 1889 was 107, of which 54 wero 
surgical, and 64 were medical cases ‘The receipts 
showed a steady increase in the patients’ pay- 
ments; but the revenue from subscriptions was 
considerably less than in the previous year. The 
total receipts amounted to £1,555 8s. 6d , and the 
balance due to the bankers was £514 16s.—The 
report was approved.

The dispute in the South of Ireland bacon 
trade has practically endod, the Waterford pork 
butchers having decided to resume work on the 
merchants’ terms.

A serious riot is reported from Johannesburg. 
President Kruger arrived there, and attempted in 
vain to address a political meeting. An indigna- 
tion meeting was afterwards held, which in- 
duiged in violent demonstrations against the 
Transvaal. 

The governors of the London Hospital met on 
Wednesday and unanimously approved of the 
action of tho house committee, who had accepted 
the tender of Messrs. Perry and Co., for £15,951, 
for the necessary extension of the building, which 
is already the largest in tho metropolis. 

M. Eiffel, designer of the famous tower at Paris, 
and the leading officials and engineers of French 
railway companies, were entertained at a banquet 
at the Grand Hotel, on Wednesday evening, by 
the directora of the London, Chatham, and 
Dover Railway Company. 

The Carlyle Society has decided not to admit 
women to its meetings as members, though any 
member may. on his own responsibility, introduce 
a lady friend, provided she does not object to 
the tobacco smoke offered up as incense to the 
portrait of Carlyle round which the members 
meet. 

Tho meeting on Wednesday of the council of 
the Royal Agricultural Society concluded the first 
half century since the grant ot the society’s 
charter. In commemoration of that event, the 
fifty survivors of the original subscribers were 
elected foundation life governors. It was resolved 
to hold the meeting for 1891 at Doncaster. 

George Henry Evans, 40, described as a labourer 
living in Whittineton-road, Peckham, was charged 
at the Lambeth Police Court, on Thursday, with 
violently assaulting his wife by striking her on 
the head with a “ life preserver.” The defendant 
had previously treated complainant with uniform 
kindness, and he was remanded that his state of 
mind might be ascertained. 

During the past month eighteon certificates of 
naturalisation were granted to aliens by the 
Home Secretary under the provisions of the 
Naturalisation Act, 1870. Of these aliens seven 
are described as coming from Germany, three 
from Russia, two each from Austria and Switzer- 
land, and one each from Austria-Hungary 
Bavaria, Greece, and Turkey.

DISPUTE OVER AN EX-M.P’S WILL. 

In a suit before Sir James Hannen, in the 
Probate Division on Thursday, the will of the late

THE COMPLAINTS AGAINST DR. 
BARNAR 


With reference to an application made to Mr. 
Mead, at the Thames Police Court, by a widow 
woman, who complained about not being able to 
see her two children, who were in Dr. Barnardo's 
Home, and who she alleged were about to be sent 
to Canada, an official from the home attended the 
court on Thursday to explain the matter.

He had the agreement that 
the mother signed with him.—Mr, Mead declined 
to look at the agreement, and said he would not 
express any opinion with regard to it. It was a 
matter he could not decide at all.—The official 
then said the mother signed an agreement to 
allow the children tu be sent to Canada.

Onthe 
body of the murderer was found a letter, which 
represented that he and the girl would die 
together, and the names of the murderer and his 
victim were appended, but it was stated that the 
girl’s signature was not genuine.

BY A CITY SHARK. 


The terrible accident at Carlisle, coupled with 
the declaration of a disappointing dividend by the 
Caledonian Railway, produced a gloomy feeling on 
"Change, which has not altogether subsided. 
There is, too, a growing sense of uneasiness in 
connection with the financial condition of thy 
Argentine Republic. While the material 
prosperity of that wonderful country continues to 
increase by leaps and bounds, it isthreatened by a 
monetary crisis of an absolutely overwhelmin 
character. The paper currency looks as if it woul: 
shortly become nearly worthless, wbile all the gold 
that the Government can lay hands on goes to 
satisfy the requirements of its foreign loans. The 
simplo truth of tho matter is that the republic 
has been trying to run before it could walk, 
an experiment which always results in a cropper. 
Another cause of alarm is the ex ngly dickoy 
position of the South African gold mining market. 
Some few of the companies are making fair protits, 
but it is to be feared that fully threo-quartera 
must be set down as purely bogus concerns. A 
correspondent has just written to me asking 
whetherthe recent fall in these igiously ine 
flated securities does not present an eligible oppor- 
tunity for buying cheap. Some look cheap 
enough, no doubt, at present quotations, but in 
reality they would be dear at any price. 
From first to last, I have endeavoured 
to dissuade my readers from i 
in this South African gamble, an 
main steadfast in that opinion. More than 
that; I do not entertain a favourably 
opinion of mining speculations, whether English 
or foreign. For one prize the operator draws 
ninety-nine blanks, and_very often the blanks 
come first. Turning to English rails, there is nò 
change of importance to comment on. They still 
fluctuate round certain fixed points, and unless « 
> culator is on the spot, to take advantage of 
these oscillations, he has very little chance of 
making money. All the time, however, the market 
is steadily consolidating itself, and I confidentiy 


I re 


look tor better prices later on. For the moment 
the only safe plan of campaign is to buy on the 
fall and to content with small profits. 


American rails look a bit more wholesome, 
owing to a slight revival of confidence 
on this side of the Atlantic. But Wall-street does 
not seem to kave quite finished 1ts little games, 
and 1 cannot, therefore, advise operating in 
Yanks just yet. Indeed, both at home and abroad, 
the situation is of a nature to inspire caution and 
moderation in all but the ur reckless. For one 
thing, tho money market is by no means so easy 
as might be desired. The growing demands of 
trade are beginning to tell on the available supply, 
and I see no likelihood of the rate of discount 
being put down any further. But a much more 
serious cause for alarm is the imminence ot » 
gigantic strike in the coal trade, which would 
paralyse our manufactures and cause trade to 
shrivel away to a mere skeleton.
